A unique questionaire on parental attitudes,
to be used as part of a survey on parental opinion
and attitude, has been approved for distribution
by the Torrance Board of Education,

Board members voted to authorize distribu-
tion of the survey on a 3-2 vote after a motion to
delay action for two weeks failed.

Bert M. Lynn told his colleagues on the board
some questions would aggrevate parents and sug-
gested “we crawl before we walk.” Lynn suggest-

ed that half a dozen parents pe given the question-
aire first to determine their fetction td it.

Dr. Louis Kaplan, assistant superintendent for
special services, told the boprd the questionnaire
is strictly voluntary and is mailed directly to UCLA
after it is completed. They are identified by num-
bers, so names are held in strict confidence.

As part of the total survey, a series of meet-
ings will be held with parents in the district. The
